REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicant argues "Applicant notes, with appreciation, identification of potentially 
distinguishing subject-matter. See, Final Office Action, page 11, bottom. Applicant has 
amended claims 1 and 8 In accordance with the comments at pages 11-12 of the 
Final Office Action regarding the "realign bit" used in conjunction with the fetch bit. As 
noted at the bottom of page 1 1 of the Final Office Action, the amendments to claims 1 
and 8 are supported at least by the disclosure at paragraphs 73 and 84 of Applicant's 
published application. It is believed that the amendments to claims 1 and 8 overcome 
the prior art-based grounds for rejection set forth in the Final Office Action." 

The examiner agrees for the following reasons. The Miller reference disclosed 
using a compiler inserted bit element 1 17 in figure 3 to determine if a current instruction 
is at the end of a memory line or not. The claimed limitations now require two compiler 
inserted bits (i.e. fetch bit and realign bit) that perform different tasks. The fetch bit 
allows for fetching the next memory line for executing an instruction in the current 
memory line. The realign bit allows for current instruction to be signaled as the last 
instruction in the current memory line and that the next instruction exists in the next 
instruction line. Miller failed to teach these two compiler inserted bits to assist in 
properly detecting and fetching instructions in memory lines. Additionally, an updated 
prior art search has been performed that hasn't resulted in any additional prior art. 
Thus, the claims are in condition for allowance.
